REMOVAL OF THE REMAINS FROM GOVERN- 
ORB’S ISLAND TO TRINITY CHUROH.

New Tonk. February 13.—Governor’s island, 
visited by a raging storm and banked with 
fog, was apparently as isolated this morning 
as a rock in mid-ocean. The roaring of steam 
whistles and the occasional sounds of distant 
fog-bells were the only evidences of its near- 
ness to a great city. The military colony was 
astir at an early hour.

official capacity. The weather grows brighter 
as the hours wear on, and the gloom of rain 
and fog have lifted, but the old cemetery wears 
a spiritiess and melancholly aspect. From the 
little hill beside the vault the Schuylkill, 
swollen and angry, can be seén rushing down, 
as if to meet the coming of the dead soldier’s 
cartege. The vault, in which the 

ent captain’s mortal remains will 
find their resting place, is a plain stone struct- 
ure, 8 feet high with aroofof granite anda 
doorway 742 feet from the ground. There is 
no inscription anywhere on the exterior, and 
the vaultitselfis very plain and rendered es- 

ecially inconspicuous from the fact that it is 
built in the face of a small hili, and the ap- 
proach to itis by means of a roadway which 
desends several feet below the level of the 
general plane of the cemetery. Within the 


vault are 
SIX CATACOMBS 
seven feet from the doorway and extending 
back eight feet; upon a marble 1 stone 
above these catacombs is the simple legend 
Hancock. One of them is clo ; that one 
in which rests the body of Gen. Hancock’s 
daughter, who died in h, 1875, and whose 
body lay ina receiving vault until the Han- 
eock vault was built. The body of little Win- 
field Scott Hancock, the grandson of the gen- 
eral, is buried near the vault, as are also the 
bodies of his father, mother ‘and numerous 
nephews. Gen. Hancock’s only son lies buried 
in a St. Louis graveyard. 
THE FOUR HANCOCK LOTS, 

including the one in which the vault is situ- 
ated, are clustered about a plain granite monu- 
ment, fourteen feet high, upon which are in- 
scribed the names of those of the family who 


are buried about. There were no decorations 


at the grave this morning, and the only signs 
of the approaching burial was the presence of 
a guard detailed from Zook post the Grand 
Armyand a solitary sexton in charge of the vault 
gate. Intherain of this morning nothing more 
eheerless could be well i ed than the 
the Hancock tomb and its surroundings. The 
cemetry is just within the city limits, about 
a mile and a half from the business center. 
The town is rapidly assuming mourning habli- 
ments. The court - house and the headquarters 
of the Jefferson club are e rately decorated 
witha portrait of Hancock heav 7 draped, 
and the headquarters of the Republican In- 
vincibles is especially noticeable.

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HOW FOX WAS FLOORED. 


THE FUNNY SCENE DESCRIBED BEFORE 
JUDGE THAYER TO-DAY. 


The Members Were All Shouting and Ed But- 
ler Was Swinging on the Gate—Mr. Fox 
Went Home and Mr. Alt Started to Foliow, 
ut the Village Blacksmith Checked Him- 
Some Curious Details. 


The case in which E. P. Fox, ex-speaker of 
the house of delegates, undertakes to unseat 
Speaker Alt of the same body, came up before 
Judge Thayer this morning. All of the 
legal questions had been previously 
passed upon and the only question 
which remained to be determined 
was whether the house of delegates had legally 
adjourned on that eventful evening, when Mr.

THE ICE IN THE RIVER. 


River Men Very Anxious, but the Blockade 
Has Not Gone. 
Theice inthe immediate front of the city 
was intact at 3 p. m., and the river was rising 
steadily. All efforts to get the barge line 
wharfboat afloat have been abandoned, 
but barge No. 49 will probably 
be saved. Oapt. Charles Harton 
of the government fleet came up from 


Bushburg this morning. Hesaid during yes- 
terday afternoon, the ice ran down about 
a mile and rested on Lucas bar and about mid- 
night it rested in front of the government 
boats. Beyond the breaking of a number of 
spars, the government fleet received go injury. 
The river was free of ice from Sulphur 
por to Kimmswick to-day, and as far south 
of the Springs as the eye can see. Capt. H. C. 
Haarstick, president of the barge line, re- 
ceived a telegram from Sulphur Spri 
9:25 o’clock is morning, stating tha 
ice began moving there at 8 a. m., 
was piling up on the sand bars. 
The news from Alton was that large quanti- 
ties of water were comeing from above and 
that a flood was imminent unless the ice lets 
go. The A. J. Baker at the foot of Poplar 
street has a hole punched in her outside and 
has shipped all the water she can take. She is 
now resting onthe soft side of the rocks on 
the levee. 

About 11:30 o’clock this morning the ice 
moved a little, which started the whisties and 
bells going. No damage was done. 

At 2 o’clock this afternoon the Rescue butted 
off an ice field about 1,000 feet square, and ran 
in under the field and pushed it off to the east 
side, 2 — the sinking of the boats on 
this side. 

The water is running very swift along the 
shore, indicating that some ofthe gorges be- 
low here have let go. 

A. T. Harlow came up from Kimswick and 
says the gorge has run out there. In his 
opinion the river is clear from there to Cairo. 
If this is the case it will be buta short while un- 
til the ice below the bridge runs out. 
There is an open space above the St. Louis 
elevator clear to the other side of the river, 
over 500 feet wide. The boat property so far 
injured by the ice is tne Electric line whart- 
boat, City of Vicksburg, St. Louis & M. V. T. 
wharfbort, barges 49 and 35, and the steamer 
A. J.Baker. The Gen. Meade is still out on the 
bank, but is probably uninjured.

Mining Revolutionized. 

If any gold orsilver miner should be told 
that he could reduce, smelt and refine metalif- 
erous ores at the mine with compartively 
slight cost for equipment and at acost for 
operation which is less than ten per cent of 
the average present cost, he would open his 
eyes in astonishment and would refuse to be- 
lieve it. 

This would be properly regarded as a revolu- 
tion in mining, but nevertheless it is true. 
Prof. James Bujac of Washington, who has 
devoted many years to the study 
of mining processes and to experi- 
ments, with a view of obtain- 
ing the cheapest, quickest and most econom- 
ical method of reducing ores, has constructed 
an ore reducer on simple, but genuine princi- 
ples, which, while it is economical in con- 
struction and operation, obtains apparently 
the best results. 

Instead of depending on mechanical means 
for the disintegration and pulverization of the 
ore, he has applied chemical principles which 
do the work thoroughly, withoutloss of the 
precious metal. Prof. Bujac, with Mr. Wm. F. 
Boogher, formerly of this city, and now of 
Washington, whois interestedin the discov- 
ery, has been stopping for some time at 
Hurst’s hotel, where a #PosT-DISPATCH 
reporter met both gentlemen yesterday. 

Prof. Bujac’s method, said Mr. Boogher, 
‘*is simple, but is one of the most brilliant dis- 
coveries#n mining and will revolutionize the 
work. Whereas under old methods a plant 
costs from $50,000 to $150,000, and the reducing, 
separating and refinihg cost from $30 to $35 
a ton, under this method an equipment con- 
sisting of two reducers, separating and refin- 
ing apparatus, with the expenses of putting it 
upthrownin, cannot exceed by actual bid 
$10,000, and the entire cost of turning ore into 
bullion will not exceed N per ton, and can be 
done for less cost, naturally varying with the 
location. 

The apparatus (here Mr. Boogher showed a 
design) is the simplest thing in the world, but 
it does the work. It consists of a flre- box or 
furnace andan ore cylinder. An ingenious 
grate which the professor has con- 
structed enables the use of a variety of fuel, 
and by the passage of gaseous fuel though 
the ore cylinder, where it comes in contact 
with atmospheric oxygen and is burned, it cre- 
ates the heat and chemical reaction takes 
place, which reduces the ore. By this means 
the hardest ore, which defies the stamping 
or crushing machine, is reduced to powder; 
that is, the matrix of the ore is disintegrated, 
and the metals freed from their mineralizing 
principles by this chemical reaction, the disin- 
tegration of the rocky matrix being effected in 
the line of its cleavage. Thus every particle 
of metal is freed from adhering or 
enveloping matter. It is well known 
that under the best mechanical pro- 
cess only 80 to 40 per cent of the precious 
metal is obtained, owing to imperfect reduc- 
tion and to loss, whereas by this method 
every particle of the ore may be freed without 
loss, and the temperature of the ore cylinder 
is controlled at will, and thus sufficient heat 
for disintegration, but not enough for evapo- 
ration, is given, and there is no loss at all. 
When the ore is shipped, as it is 
now, for crushing, smelting and refining, 
the cost of freight is a terrible burden, but 
with the reducer at the mine, even if the ore 
should.be sent away to be refined, the cost is 
reduced to a triſle, as all of the mineralizing 
principles are liberated at one and the same 
operation in the cylinder and escape, leaving 
only the earthy matter and the metal. 
The hardest ore to be found 
yields readily to this reducer. Here is some 
North Carolina quartzite which is so hard that 
mining it has not been profitable, reduced to 
powder; here are samples of UValifornia and 
Nevada ores subjected to the same process. 
You see the result. By this process every 
particle of metal can be obtained from the ore 
at a cost of less than $2aton. If this does not 
revolutionize mining, what will?’’

Street 
Commissioner TURNER sees the defects of 
a law that is adapted only to suburban 
districts, and he supports the popular de- 
mand for stricter regulations in regard to 
the business streets. Mayor Francis also 
appreciates the necessity for areform, and 
promises to make the most of his discre- 
tion in granting permits, so as to limit the 
obstruction as to space and time as much 
as he can. But if the public and the 
lessees or owners of business’ property 
have a right to any protection at all, a 
legal remedy for the enforcement of that 
right should be provided at once by the 
Municipal Assembly.

A extraordinary power was placed in 
the hands of Mr. PARNELL by his party 
when it was agreed that he should name 
the party candidates for seats in Parlia- 
ment and exact from them pledges of 
absolute subordination to his leadership.

. A RIGHTEOUS VERDICT. 

There has been a great deal of pitiful 
pettifogging over the Pan Electric stock 
revelations, but through it all the public 
mind sees its way clear toa just and true 
conclusion. The New York Won opened 
the discussion four months ago by an 
earnest appeal to Attorney-General GarR- 
LAND to get rid of his telephone stock. 
Without impeaching his integrity, it re- 
monstrated against the propriety of 
his retaining an apparent pecuni- 
ary interest in the very impor- 
tant. suit to be instituted and con- 
ducted by his department against the 
Bell telephone patents. The parti- 
sans ofthe latter were using his interest 
to besmirch the administration and to 
surround its efforts in the case with the 
odium of injustice and private jobbery. 
Then in another quarter there was an at- 
tempt to identify with these defenders of 
monopoly all objectors to the mainte- 
nance of any private business connection 
between the department of justice and 
any company interested in the proceed- 
ings, and the opportunity was made the 
most of to silence all criticisms of Mr. 
GARLAND’S stock operations. 

But an upright public sentiment has 
brushed away all this flood of sophistry, 
indorsed the course of the WORLD, and 
commended the rejection of the stock by 
CARLISLE, Hewitt, Cox, Brach, and 
others, asexamples which Mr. GaRLAND 
should have followed in the first place 
and should follow yet. The leading Dem- 
ocratic and Independent papers through- 
out the country have made it clear that 
public opinion will not sustain any en- 
tangling complications of public trusts 
with speculative ventures in legislation or 
patent-right litigations. , 

From the present administration is ex- 
pected a stern and stalwart fight to rescue 
the public interests from the control of 
gigantic and hitherto successful combina- 
tions of monopolists, land looters and 
other speculators in political influence, 
and only an administration that bears 
itself above reproach in money matters 
can make such a fight with any vigor or 
hope of success. Every questionable con- 
nection between any member of the ad- 
ministration and any speculation depend- 
ing on influence, will enable the whole 
crowd of pooled lobby interests to raise 
the cry of ‘‘stop thief,’’ just as it has 
been raised in the interest of the Bell 
telephone monopoly in this case. 

The sense of innocence and the pride 
that have prevented Mr. GaRLAND from 
publicly burning his telephone stock, if 
he cannot give itaway, should yield to a 
higher sense of what is due to public opin- 
ion and to the prestige of the administra- 
tion. Even if this purgation should be 
construed by some as a confession that he 
had done wrong in accepting the stock in 
the first place, his readiness to make the 
proper amend should reinstate him in the 
high place in public confidence from which 
only this telephone episode could have 
lowered him.

THE SURFACE TRACK QUESTION. 

The surface track question is not a 
question of permitting or preventing the, 
construction of needed railway conneo- 
tions. It is simply a question between two 
methods of making such connection—a 
question as to whichis best for the city 
and fairest to all the interests affected, 
which will do the greatest good to the 
greatest number and do the least harm to 
individuals or to the many. 

That surface connections, endangering 
or practically cutting off communication 
between two great sections of the city 
from Fourth to Twelfth, will inflict an 
amount of public and private damage out 
of all proportion to the few spe- 
cial interests to be benefited by 
the surface plan, is too obvious for 
discussion. That connections by elevated 
tracks and tunnels or covered ways will 
not cost the railroads anything like the 
amount which the unobstructed use of the 
streets is worth to the public, has been 
demonstrated by the President of our 
Board of Public Improvement, and has 
not been successfully controverted by any 
competent engineer. 

THE question for the Municipal Assem- 
bly to decide, therefore, is simply whether 
great public and private interests shall be 
sacrificed without compensation, merely 
to save the railroads the difference be- 
tween the cost of elevated tracks 
and surface tracks across. several 
of the principal business streets 
of the city. The city is not to re- 
ceive any more compensation for the 
right of way in one case than in the other. 
The, public benefit from the connection 
will be the same in either case, and as 
guardians of the publio interest the ob- 
vious duty of the Assembly is to insist 
upon that form of connection which will 
do the least harm to public and private 
interests. 

We are accustomed to seeing the rail- 
roads get all they demand and take all 
they want, in flagrant disregard of private 
rights and the publio welfare. But the 
people are thoroughly tired of seeing that 
sort of thing, and they are disgusted with 
when ruinous discriminations against St. 


at the expense of the city and great 
masses of her citizens. 
A DISQUIETING RUMOR. 

The New York Times makes the confi- 
dent statement that StmpHzn W. Dorsry 
is tired of the idyllic seclusion of ranch 
life, and wishes to re-enter politics as 
United States Senator from New Mexico 
on the admission of that territory into the 
Union. If there is foundation for this re- 
port, it makes one sad to reflect that the 
maelstrom of politios may at an early day 
swallow up such an inspiring exponent of 
rural content and such a unique and shin- 
ing ornament of the national cattlemen’s 
convention. } 

After Dorsry’s lurid political career 
and his involuntary retirement from the 
service of his country, some people looked 
upon the episode as an obliteration of the 
great campaign manager. It was be- 
lieved that such an able and restless dis- 
burser of election ‘‘soap” would chafe 
and fret till he wore himself away in the 
narrow confines of a ranch. But this was 
a mistake. Apollo, when banished from 
heaven to earth, excited the envy of the 
gods by the happy and simple life which 
he led as the congenial associate of 
terrestrial shepherds, and Dorsry on his 
New Mexican ranch taught his old politi- 
cal confreres that there are things 
in life as desirable as airing the 
faculties in the Senate, or buying 
votes in job lots at panic prices, The 
example of the retired politician was like 
4% wandering witch-note’’ from the 
Golden Age, and persuaded many that life 
has some precious ore that doesn’t glitter 
all the time. One could pause in the 
strident tumultof daily business and think 
of DorsEY, the new apostle of American 
Georgics, quartered in pastoral solitudeon 
his Southwestern ranch, now galloping 
after a fugitive steer ona bucking broncho, 
now charming the summer silence of his 
home with tuneful flutings of the shep- 
herd’s pipe. 

It is not pleasant to refiect that sucha 
fair vision of obscure happiness may soon 
fade away. As long as it lasts it is a 
fountain of hope and comfort to those who 
are weighed down with the practical cares 
of life, and when it is gone the world 
w ill seem less fresh and young.

WITH Horatio SEYMOUR is gone an in- 
fluence peculiarly his own, which he had 
long exerted over the Democratic mind of 
this country. The elements were so mixed 
in him, his public life had been so pure 
and patriotic, and his private life so full of 
gentle and tender traits, that his eloquent 
and sage admonitions were generally 
heard by the masses of his party with 
more reverence than was accorded to 
other contemporary leaders of the party.

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


The riots in London, though donbtiless 
greatly exaggerated both by the English press 
and the telegraphic reports, are, nevertheless, 
a fact, and one that in the light of the past and 
future points avery ugly moral. It does not 
require the brain of aGibbon to predicate the 
decline and fall of the British empire unless 
something is done to discover and kill the 
canker-worms that are eating into her flesh. 
It is a well-known fact that in the backwoods 
slums of every large city in England an 
enormous army, swelling day by day into yet 
larger proportions, fed from the swelling tide 
of workless workmen and their families and 
lashed day by day into yet more desperate 
fury by the advance of time,is only waiting its 
opportunity to avenge wrongs that each unit 
in that army has received from fate and from 
their fellow men; wrongs thatas men—or 
women—as part of the great human family they 
ought never to have been called on to bear. 


LORD DUFFERIN, the néwly-appointed goy- 
ernor of Burmah, started for that dependency 
on Fepruary 1, with a view to as soon as pos- 
sible organizing the new province. Travelers 
in Asia and Africa state that they can tell with- 
out any inquiry the moment they set foot 
ma territory governed by Britisn 
administration by the good roads, the peace- 
ful and hospitable spirit of the natives and 
the general good order that prevails. Let us 
hope that Lord Dufferin will assist Burmah to 
keep up the good character thus acquired by 
British administration. He is as likely to do 
it as anyone by all accounts. His experience 
in the wild west as represented by Canada and 
the savage East of India will doubtless be in- 
valuable to him in the management of the 
warlike Dacoits and their beautiful and rich 
though as yet almost unexplored territory. 


THE present queen of England has beaten 
allher predecessors back to Henry VI., by 
opening in person the eleventh parliament of 
herreign. The sixty years reign of George 
II., the longest in history, saw but twelve 
parliaments, of which that monarch opened 
ten. George I. opened two parliaments and his 
successor five. George IV. (as king) two, and 
William IV. four. Elizabeth summoned eight, 
and it is not until we get back to the early 
days of parliament, when those assemblies only 
lasted one session, that the Queen's record is 
beaten. That she may live to complete the 
round dozen and as many more is the hope of 
her loyal subjects all over the world. 


ANOTHER and more serious shock of earth- 
quake than the faint tremblings at first er- 
hibited lately occurred in the west of In- 
gland. At Bodmin the houses were so mucn 
shaken that the inhabitants rushed in terror 
on the streets. At Mevagissey a long, ramb. 
ling sound was heard, and in some of the 
houses the creaking of beams and flooring re. 
sembied the straining of aship on a rough sea, 
Buildings swayed to and fro and tottered; a 
deep rumbling sound was described as 


have attended the British arms of late years. 
Aman may be ever so good asoldier but if his 
gun hangs fire three times out of five and his 
sword doubles up instead of piercing his ad-

ofit. Or, to regard the matter from another 
point of view (as an English political society 
journal dispassionately remarks): ‘‘With bay- 
onets of superior pewter, with musket eject- 
ors that won’t eject, and with ‘real jam’ in the 
way of machine-guns, it seems incredible that 
several people who are alive and presumably 
enjoying themselves require hanging.’’ 


A QUARREL is commencing in Germany be- 
tween the farmers and the manufacturers. 
The former say that owing to the imports of 
Cape and Australian wool it is impossible to 
sell their home-grown wool at remunerative 
prices. They assert that the price of all the 
woolen manufactured goods they buy is 
raised by the protective duties on manu- 
factured articles, and they, therefore, claim 
that a corresponding duty be levied on the 
raw material. The mill-owners reply that in 
that case they wouid be ruined, as withouta 
cheap and abundant supply of the raw 
material it would be impossible for them to 
compete with England in neutral markets. In 
Prince Bismarck’s present frame of mind it 
seems probable that the farmers will end by 
getting the better of the arguments, and the 
manufacturers will have to be satisfied with 
receiving a bounty on exportation. 


JAPANESE dress, on the female side at least, 
is doomed, and the day is dawning when the 
wives and daughters of illustrious Japs will 
dress like the belles of Paris, London and 
New York. It has leaked out that the wealth- 
ler women of Japan are sending orders to 
Parisian dressmakers. The curious part of 
the transaction is thatthe ladies of Japan do 
not pay for these dresses in gold, or 
any other coin, but in kind. They 
send a score of native costumes to Europe for 
every confection of cream and lace sent from 
Paris to them. On the other hand the Japan- 
ese crazé in London is booming. No lady of 
fashion is worthy of the name unless she has 
at least one suit from the Japanese village, 
while Japanese fans, eyes, bric-brac and 
conversation flourish ad nauseam. If there is 
any difference Londoners are rather more 
afflicted with Japan in London than they are 
with London in Japan. 


A SHOCKING though rather novel attempt 
was made to murder an Italian actress in 
Chili where the Italian Pandofini opera com- 
pany have been playing Sardou’s Theodora. 
The personnel ofthe company being insuffi- 
cient to represent the play several Chilian 
young gentlemen offered to play secondary 
parts. Amongst these was a M.Enrico Salambo, 
who has been paying attentions to the young 
actress who took the leading part. Salambo 
selected the role of executioneer and whenin 
he last scene Theodora knelt down to be ex- 

ecuted, the young Chilian fastening the cord 
round her neck, coolly proceeded to hang her 
indeed. The unfortunate girl shrieked pitiously 
while the curtain was falling, amid the loud 
applause of the audience, who considered her 
interpretation of the dramatic scene most 
realistic. As the curtain fell the other mem- 
bers of the company rushed upon M. Salambo 
and succeeded, not without difficulty, in 
saving the life of his victim, whois nowina 
precarious state. Salambo has been arrested 
and will be tried for his crime. 


TRADE is improving all over the world. 
American trade we know is beginning to boom 
and even England is raising her head and be- 
ginning to look around her, after the long 
period of depression which has almost broken 
her heart. Even from the far-off lands of Cape 
Colony and Natal, two important British colo- 
nies which have deen suffering for 
the last eight years from a depres- 
sion so great as almost to amount to 
stagnation, cheering reports are beginning to 
arrive. The various wars in which they have 
been engaged, or which have been waged by 
the imperial power in South Africa and the re- 
action following the diamond-field excitement 
were the principle causes leading to the de- 
plorable state of things which are now just be- 


ginning to mend. 


It is stated in Canada that before many 
months have passed an independent system of 
electric telegraph will be opened by the Oana- 
dian Pacific railway company. As a com- 
mencement the company is already erecting 
between Montreal and Winnipeg wires of ex- 
ceptionally large capacity, and when com- 
pleted these cities will be in close and quick 
comununication, as are Toronto and Montreal. 
The facilities of communication, too, between 
Montreal and Ottowa, already large, are in 
process of being more than doubled.

To Avoid Taxation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Occasionaliy I notice through the columns of 
our daily papers the licensing at Springfield, 
II., of new corporations formed in East st, 
Louis by St. Louis business men.

lying a mangled and bloody corpse upon the 
bed.

Becoming uneasy at her not appearing 
the next day, she rapped at her 
door several times, and, receiving no response 
sent for a locksmith and had the door forced 
open. She described the appearance of the 
room and the body and the finding of the note 
to Mr. Robbins. She described Boyd’s drink- 
ing habits and the grief of his wife at his fail- 
ing to return when he last left. Mrs. Boyd told 
her she would not commit suicide.

BOYD’S CAREER AT PADUCAH. 

A dispatch from Paducah gives the outline of 
J. Rhey Boyd’s careerin Kentucky. He was 
born in Paducah and received a fine education 
entering the law with bright prospects, and 
with the best surroundings that 
wealth, influence and refinement could 

ive. His relationship to the Hon. 
gies mere gave him a prestige and a start in 
life, which few oung men have. He 
practiced law at Paducah for several years, 
and was regarded as a bright and promising 
young man. He fell in with wild associates 
and soon became leader of a convivial set of 
men. He was finally regarded asa drunkard, 
and his profession was entirely neg- 
lected. The robbery of the show win- 
dows of a welry store at Paducah 
was traced to him, but although he was in- 
dicted, the case never came to trial, owieg to 
the influence of his friends. He was on the 
Democratic electoral ticket in 1884, and when 
Cleveland was elected he applied for the Chilian 
mission and came near receiving the appoint- 
ment, as he had strong — from his 
state. Representative Oscar rner, the 
independent Democratic congressman from 
the Paducah district, when he heard 
of the appointment interfered and 
informed the secretary of state of Boyd's 
record in Kentucky. @ papers for his ap-

MANN’S FIFTH DIVOROE SUIT. 


A Remarkable Case of Domestic Infelicity— 
The Last Day for Publishing Home Deserters 
—Another Suit Against Wm. C. Jamison— 
The Guthrie Divorce Hearing—Verdict for 
Manages Pope. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision in 
the Buenemann divorce case, the trial of which 
occupied three days. Forty-eight witnesses 
were examined. It was the fifth suit for 
divorcee instituted by the plaintiff, Mrs. Bliza- 
beth Buenemann, against her husband, 
Ohas. H. Buenemann. The parties were 
married in 1869 and the first action was 
commenced in 1877 and the second followed in 
the same year. The third suit was filedin 1880 
and the fourth in 1862. None of the former 
actions ever reached a trial, a reconciliation 
having been effected in each instance. The 
last separation took place in August, 1885. Mrs. 
Buenemann was a widow with two grown 
sons when she married Buenemann and 
she possessed real estate on Second 


Carondelet avenue acquired from the estate of 
her deceased husband. Wm. Buenemann 
was a barber and had only a few hundred 
doliars when the maariage took place, but he 
now owns real estate on Franklin avenue 
valued at $10,000. There arethree children of 
the marriage, a girl of 15, and two boys 


younger. 
The court says: ‘‘That no po good would 
be subserved by requiring the Buenemanns to 
live bogethes any longer is apparent from the 
account af their married life furnished by the 
witnesses. The I feature of the case 
is that they have, with all their quarreling and 
personal ficulties, survived and 8 t u 
and educated the grown children so well an 
accumulated the property which they now 
. The future welfare of the two chil- 
ren, not yet grown, would seem todemand 
that the parties live apart so that the children 
at least may be spar „* the quarrels 
which must inevitably result if the couple

and injured party. The weight of the evi- 
dence i also against him upon the charges 
contained in his cross-bill as to her conduct 
since the last reconciliation. Advancing 
years have not improved the temper of the 
wife nor worked forbearance on the part of 
the husband, and this inall probability ex- 
plains why he has committed acts toward her 
since the last reconcilation which now re- 
quire the interference of the court for the good 
of all the family. 

The decree of divorce js granted to Mrs. 
Buenemann and the husband’s cross-bill is 
dismissed with the costs against him. The 
custody of the three minor cdildren is 
awarded to Mrs.Buenemann with the privilege 
to the husband to see the two youngest chil- 
dren twice a week and to take them out ever 
second Sunday afternoon. Alimony is allowe 
in the sum of per annum payable month- 
ly. The court holds that the husband’s earn- 
ings are ample for his personal needs and the 
alimony will pe declared a lien upon the prop- 
erty.’’ 


Relielf for the Forsaken.

The invalid husband sat in a chair at the coun- 
sel table listening to the testimony. His 
mother took the stand in his behalf. 
The theory of the defence is that 
the husband’s outbursts of violence com- 

lained of by Mrs. Guthrie were due to the 
Irugs prescribed for him during his sickness. 
It was shown that at times he became very 
violent, and picked up the nearest articles at 
hand to throw at his wife. She likewise com- 
plained of his drinking habits.

BRAVE LIFESAVERS. 
THE WRECK OF THE BARK KRALJCICA ON 
THE BARNEGAT SHOALS. 


The Attempt of Capt. Ridgeway and His As 
sistants of Life-Saving Station No. 17 to 
‘Bave the Crew—A Perilous Trip in a Life- 
boat—Three of the Rescuers Drowned—Half 
of the Boat’s Crew Saved. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disraron. 

Toms River, N. J., February 18.—Capt. Joel 
N. Ridgeway of Life-saving station No. 17, at 
Barnegat shoals, discovered a vessel in danger 
about a mile and a Half away from the beach, 
during the howling storm Wednesday evening. 
There was a gale blowing from the northeast 
and the sea was rolling heavily. The vessel 
was too far off shore to permit the sending of 
a line aboard by the mortar, so the station 
crew were assembled and the lifeboat was 
launched. It was perilous work in the wind 
and rain and the angry sea, but the ves- 
sel was reached in safety. It was the 
bark Kraljcica, andshe was rapidly going to 
pieces. The life-saving men gave a call to 
those on board several times, but received no 
answer. The vessel was fast going to pieces 
and the life-saving men turned back to the 
beach for it was evident that the bark had 
been deserted.. The storm had kept increasing 
during this time and the waves had increased 
in flerceness, so that it was hard work to keep 
the boat’s head to the seas. When close in 
shore and the danger was almost over,a wave, 
higher and stronger than the others, suddenly 
gave the rudder a wrench, and before she 
could be got under control 

THE LIFEBOAT CAPSIZED. 
The men struggled in the serf, and most of 
them kept themselves afloat until they were 
washed up on the beach. When those who had 
escaped death picked themselves up from the 
sand they saw that three of their companions, 
Solomon Soper, John Soper,and John Perrine, 
were missing. The two Sopers had been mem- 
bers of the life-saving crew for years. When 
night was falling the bodies of the three men 
were washed up on the beach and taken to the 
station-house. At about midnight one of the 
beach walkers stumbled over another body, 
nearly three miles away from the house. The 
lantern light fell upon the dead man’s features 
and dress, showing that he had been a sailor. 


A little further on the patrol heard the voices 
of men and soon he came upon a party of six 
sailors, the captain and five men of the wrecked 
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HOBATIO SEYMOUR. 


The Distinguished New York Statesman 
Passes Away Quietly. 

Urica, N. T., February 18.—The report of 
the serious condition of ex-Goy. Horatio F. 
Seymour, sent to the country yesterday, 
was all too true. The illness 
from which the old man was suffer 
ing took its worst phase yesterday at noon, 
aud it became apparent immedlately that it 
was only a question of afew hours as to how 
long he should live. He gave no evidence of 
pain, as indeed he suffered none, but lay 
breathing heavily. His face was as pale as 
death could make it, and at times when he 
breathed easily it seemed as if he 
were dut sleeping. He was con- 


scious until 4:30, and recognized without 
any trouble those who were about him. 


There were his wife and his sister, Mrs. Ros- 

coe Conkling. Mrs. Seymour was herself very 

ill, but refusing to remain away from her hus- 

band, sat by his side all the afternooh. When 

evening came his pulse became imperceptible 

and his respiration more and more difficult. 

At 10 0’clock he died, passing away so lightly 

and gradually that the exact moment of death ; 
was not apparent. 

The cause of death was cerebral effusion, 
which is the usual process of death in old 
age. His health has always been good, 
owing to his fondness for outdoor 
work and physical exercise, but about 


ten years ago he improperly exposed himself 
to the rays of a July sun, and the result was a 
heat stroke. As usual with those who rally 
from solar attacks, Mr. Seymour was suscep- 
tible to fainting spells, andit may be said 
that to this stroke was due his death. He 
suffered many cerebral complaints afterward, 
and was frequently attacked with pains in the 
head. His weakness was especially marked 
during the past year. He died at the residence 
of his sister, Mrs. Conkling. The funeral ar-

Early the next morning a party of 
iife-savers went down the beach and found the 
bodies of the mate, the cook and five seamen 
of the Kraljcica. They moved the corpses high 
up out ofthe reach of the tide. They will be 
buried to-day.

and went to pieces yesterday morning and there 
was not a trace of her to be seen. The rescued 
men are destitute of clothes and money, but 
are being kindly cared for * the life-saving 
men, and will be sent to New York in a day or 
two.

JOHN B. SLAWSON. 


Death of the Inventor of the Bobtail Car 
Fare Box. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, February 13.—The death of John 
B. Slawson yesterday at his residence, No. 16 
West Forty-sixth street, closes a long and 
active life. Mr. Slawson was 72 years old and, 
although afflicted with Bright’s disease, his 
vitality was such that until Tuesday of this 
week he was out and about his business. A). 
though a native of Orange county, and making 
his early ventures within this state, Mr. 


He was a Democratic representative in the New 
York State assembly in 1841, and was re-elected 
three times, serving as speaker of the house in 
1845. In 1842 he was elected mayor of Utica, 
and was defeated as a candidate for the gov- 
ernorship in 1850. He ran successfully in 1853 
for the same office, and during that term 
vetoed a he enya liquor law. At the 
following election e was defeated by 
the Prohibition candidate, but was 
again elected governor in 1862. He opposed 
the general war policy of the national govern- 
ment, but when the invasion of Pennsylvania 
occurred, in 1868, he promptly forwarded 
more than the quota of militia required from 
his state. He also aided in suppressing the 
riots in New York city. In the state 
election of 1864 he was defeated. 
In 1868 he presided over the national 
Democratic convention at Chicago, was nom- 
inated forthe presidency muc inst his 
desire, and was defeated by Gen. t. In 
1874 he refused the nomination for United 
States senator, 8 his election would 
have been certain. nee that he has 
positively declined all nominations for public 
office. If he would have accepted the nomina- 
tion he would probably have been Democratic 
candidate for presidency at either of the 
elections of 1876 or 1880. His only publications 
areafew state papers and many public ad- 
dresses, mostly on agricultural topics.

Finally, 
in the presence of a committee of the direc- 
tors of the American Jersey cattle club, a 
trial was made of one of the cows, belonging 
to Mr. A Darling of the Fifth avenue 
hotel. 
yield for the test week was 21 pounds lik 
ounces of thoroughly worked, unsalted butter. 
The verification of Bomba’s test gave a pow- 
impetus to prices of special strains of 
‘*butter blood, for animals in close alliance 
with cows for which gree yield was claimed 
upon creditable authority. Mr. Darling was 
twice offered $15,000 for the cow Bomba, but 
refused to entertain the proposition. He 
sold one of her calves at auction, in May, 1884, 
for $5,200. 


A. B. DARLING’S EUROTAS. 

Among the most successful breeders of Jer- 
sey cattie is Col. Richard M. Hoe, whose name 
is familliar to all who know anything of print- 

presses. Probably his most famous ani- 
mals were Alphea,171, and Euratos, 2,454. On 
Col. Hoe’s little farm above the Harlem river 
‘*Brightside’’—was pred Alphea’ the head of 
the great cattle family from which Eurotas 
sprung. A cattle strain is not considered of 
much value uniess it has produced from seven 
to ten ‘‘testers,’’ as the animals are called 
that give enormous quantities of milk under 
test. From Alphea are descended a long line 
of remarkable cows, all worth large sums. 
Eurotas was sold by Col. Hoe when a calt to 
Mr. Darling for $300, and is now a staid old ani- 
mal of about 16 years, in whose record 
the big hotel proprietor takes especial pride. 
Mr. Darling was one of the pioneers the 
breeding of fine Jersey cattle, and his pretty 
farm of Darlington, in Bergen county, X. * ae 
is noted all over the county.

How to be Happy Though Married, has a 
flavor of cynicism about it that suits the age. 


The days have gone by when married couples | 


were expected to be happy as a matter of 
course, and the world is gradually awak- 
ing to the fact that connubial 
peace is rather the exception than 
the rule. The title of the work before 
us, is therefore, rather the expression in words 
of a popular feeling that has hitherto been 
nameless than a new outbreak of cynicism, but 
the work itself is notcynical. It isa step in 
the right direction. A young couple do not 
of necessity learn now to manage their 
home affairs by instinct any more 
than the wife can learn to cook, or the 
husband his business by intuitive perception. 
Although it is true that all the books in the 
world will be useless without tact, mutual 
consideration and forbearance, it is also a fact 
that a young couple, especially the feminine. 
side of the unity, may gather many valuable 
hints from such a work that her own tact or 
intuition would fail to supply. If every wife 
kept some such work as ‘‘How to be Happy 
Though Married,’’ as a companion volume to 
her cookery book, consulted it as often, and 
followed its precepts as dilligently, there 
would be fewer unhappy couples in the world, 
and less work for the divorce court. The 
book before us makes an attempt at being 
exhaustive, and fails to be so only because 
exhaustiveness on such a subject is an impos- 
sibility. A glance at the table of contents, 
however, will show a praiseworthy attempt in 
this direction. Commencing with an intro- 
ductory chapter, it first deals with the ques- 
tion ‘‘To Be or Not To Be—Married,’’ and in- 
clining rather to the affirmative, leads the 
reader gently past the various stages of mar- 
ried and family life to the terminus of the 
grave. 

The opening page contains arather sensible 
remark on the thoughtlessness with which 
young people often leap hand in hand into the 
furnace (purifying it may be, though too often 
consuming) of matrimony. 

Two young persons thrown together by 
chance, or brought together by ifice, ex- 
change glances, reciprocate civilities, and go 
home to dream of each other. Finding them- 
selves rather uncomfortable apart they think 
they must necessarily be happy together. But 
there is no such necessity. marriage the 
measure of our happiness is usually in pro- 
portion to our deserts. 

It does not usually take a married couple 
long to discover that the path on which they 
have entered may be strewn with thorns in- 
stead of roses, unless mutual forbearance and 
mutual respect guard the way, as our author 
remarks. 

The old bachelor who said that marriage 
was a very harmless amusement’’ would not 
have pronounced’ such an unconditional 
judgment had he known more aboutit. Mat- 
rimony is a harmless and a happy state only 
when careful precaution is taken to defend 
thé domain of the affections from harshness 
and petulance, and to avoid certain moral 
and physical pitfalls. 

The controversy as to whether celibacy or 
wedlock be the happier state is a very old one, 
perhaps as old as what may be called the 
previous question—whether life itself be worth 


“living. Some people are very ingenious in 


making themselves miserable, no matter in 
what condition of life they find themselves, 
and there are a sufficient number of querulous 
celibates, as well as over-anxious married 
people, in the world tomake us see the wis- 
dom of the sage’s word: ‘‘Whichever you do, 
whether you marryor abstain, you will re- 
pent.’’ Moreover, enumerations of the com- 
parative advantages of marriage and celibacy 
are of little use; for a single glance of a pair of 
bright eyes will cause anti-matrimonial ar- 
guments to go down like ninepins. 

On the whole, in arguing the to be or not 
to be,’’ our ‘‘Graduate in the university of 
marriage’’ rather inclines to the to be. He 
allows that there are many sorrows, pains and 
thorns in the matrimonial turnpike road to 
eternity. He also fails not to point out that 
there are many people of both sexes in the 
world who are better and happier single; he 
speaks strongly against making old maid’’ a 
term of reproach on the ground that ‘‘it 
causes many an ill-assorted marriage. Girls 
have been hurried into marriage by the dread 
of being so stigmatized who have repented 
the step to their dying day.’’

On this head, our text-book on matrimony in- 
forms us that when a bad matrimonial bar- 
gain has been obtained, not in imagination, 
but in sad earnest, we must do as old Mother 
Hubbard did when she found the cupboard 
empty, ‘‘accept the inevitable with calm 
steadfastness.’’ Above all, we must not ap- 
peal to the girl’s friends for consolation, but 
take warning from the unfortunate young 
man who, every time he met the father of his 
wife, complained to him of the bad temper 
and disposition of his daughter. At last, upon 
one occasion, the old gentleman becomiag 
weary of the grumbling of his son-in-law, ex- 
claimed: Tou are right, sir; she is an im- 
pertinent jade, and it I hear any more com- 
plaints of her I will disinherit her. 

Less amusing, but more practical, is’ the 
following: ‘ 

Newly-married people when going ry a 
the process of being disillusioned are liable 
to conclude, much too quickly, that they have 
got bad matrimonial bargains. In a letter 
which Mrs. Thrale, the friend of Dr. Johnson, 
wrote toa young gentleman on his marriage, 
she says: ‘‘When your present violence of 
passion subsides and a more cool and tranquil 
affection takes its place be not hasty to cen- 
sure yourself as indifferent or to lament your- 
self as unhappy. You have lost that only 
which it was im ible to retain, and it were 
graceless amid the pleasures of a prosperous 
summer to regret the blossoms of a transient 
spring.’’ Weexpect too much from life in 
general, and from married life in particular. 

In that very interesting Bible story of Nabal 
and Abigail a noble woman is seen making the 
best of an exceedingly bad matrimonial bar- 
gain. If her marriage with Nabal, who was a 
churlish, ill-tempered drunken fool, was one 
of the worst possible, does not her conduct 
teach the lesson that something may be done 
to mitigate the miseries of even the most 
frightful state of marriage? Who shall say 
how many heroines unknown to fame there 
are who imitate her? Their husbands are 
weak-willed, foolish, idle, extravagant, dis- 
sipated and generally ne’er-do-weel ; but in- 
stead of helplessly sitting down to regret 
their marriage day they take the management 
of everything into their own hands and make 
the best of the inevitable b atient endur- 
ancein well doing * * It is an old maxim 
that if one will not, two cannot quarrel. If 
one of the heads of the house has a bad tem- 
per, there is all the more reason for the other 
to be cool and collected and capable of keep- 
ing domestic peace 

Under the brief chapter ‘‘Marriage Consid- 
ered as a Discipline of Character, the same 
subject is continued in a different light. It is 
argued that it might help people to make the 
best of their state if they viewed marriage as a 
discipline of character rather than as a short 
cut to the highest heaven of happiness. 

The young husband may imagine that he only 
takes a wife to add to his own felicity, taking 
no account of the possibility of meeting a dis- 

osition and temper which may without cau- 
ion mar an@olighthisown. Women, no more 
than men, are free from human infirmities. 
The newly married man must, therefore, cal- 
culate upon the necessity of amendment in his 
wife, as wellas of that necessity in himself. 
The process, however, as well as the result of 
the process, will yield a rich reward. Ata 
ministers’ festival meeting Our Wives“ was 
one of the toasts. One of the brethren, whose 
wife had a temper of her own, on being sport- 
ively asked if he would drink it, exclaimed: 
„Aye, heartily! Mine brings me to my knees 
in prayer a dizzen times a day, an’ none o' 
you can say the same o' yours. 

Drive Gently Over the Stones’’ is the head 
of another amusing chapter, which touches 
lightly on some of the leading causes of matri- 
monial infelicity, giving more or less pungent 
advice on the subject. Jealousy, of course, is 
very strongly denounced, and some amusing 
anecdotes given of the dangers of indulging 
therein. The grand rule for matrimonial 
felicity is to avoid the first dispute. 

How many people starting in married life 
throw happiness out of their grasp, and 
create troubles for the rest of their days! The 
cause may generally traced to selfishnes, their 
conceit taking everything that goes amiss as a 
personal affront, and their wounded self- 
esteem making litea burden hard to bear, 
for themselves and others. 

Confidence or the want of it is another stone. 
Our author holds that it is impossible for mar- 
ried people to keep secrets, the one from the 
others. But even to make the attempt is to 
enter upon ground so dangerous that scarcely 
any amount of cautious driving will prevent a 
catastrophe. Unless husband and wife trust 
each other all in all, the result will be 
much the same as if they trusted not at all. 
The following advice to wives is sensible: 

When a man comes home tired, hungry and 
ag out about something that has gone wrong 

n business this is not the time for his wife to 
order him to stand and deliver his secret 
troubles. Rather, she should give him a well 
cooked dinner and say little or nothing. Later 
on in the evening when he has rested or has 
smoked a pipe of peace he will be only too 
glad to give her his confidence in return 
or her sympathetic treatment of him. 

This is good advice and the spirit which would 
guide the young wife in sucha mode of con- 
duct is the one which should guide her in all 
the affairs of married life. ‘‘How to be happy 
though married’’ counsels moderation, in all 
things, respect for the feelings of one another, 
forbearance and sympathy, and the young 
couple who cultivate such qualities for home 
use, will insure peace and happiness to them- 
selves, as far as their mutual life is concerned, 
either with or withouta guide-book, such as 
the one before us. Our graduate also gives

It 
was the sweetest smile in the world, alike for 
every one; it was the delightful influence of a 
caressing voice and manner that had the effect 
of an intoxication upon all that looked and 
listened.’’ These brief extracts will serve to 
give some faint idea of the author's excellent 
manner of handling language in the por- 
trayal of her characters; and it is 
not only in the graceful and delicate 
colorings necessary for the heroine that she 
excels, but in the stronger touches as well 
wherein she throws upon the canvas the 
deeper nature of Ulric Wolstein and his noble 
father, with a force and clearness that indicate 
profound study of the subject and a keen 
mental analysis of human thought and motive. 
The book is full of well digested thought npou 
avariety of subjects, which, while perhaps 
not strikingly original, are represented in a 
fresh and attractive manner to the reader. 
But it is in the description of the exquisite ideal 
love of Paul and Ethel that the great charm of 
the book exists. Such tenderness, such 4 
captivating setting forth of the pure sentiment 
of love, while the warm living passion is not 
wanting, only most adroitly veiled, 
is a proof of the consummate art 
and pure and delicate fancy of 
the author. A theme that would seem to have 
been exhausted, so numerous have been the 
variations played upon it by an army of 
writers, appears quite fresh and most attract- 
ive atthe hands of this clever ‘‘Sangree.’’ 
Certain straight-laced individuals might take 
exception to the moral of a story in which the 
hero deliberately makes love to the heroine 
knowing that he has a living wife in France, 
while the heroine, too weak for martyrdom, 
throws propriety to the winds and runs off 
with a lover whom she can never hope to call 
husband. But in this little tale it must be re- 
membered that love is lord of all. The 
author distinctly states that it is an ideal love 
story, and has no intention of destroying the 
artistic unities of her work for the sake df a 
little make-believe morality that would 
only have the effect of bringing down 
upon her devoted head the execrations of all 
her readers who, though models of propriety 
and virtue themselves, would rather have 
an author break all the laws of the Decalogue 
than the heart of a favorate hero or heroine of 
romance. However, Sangree is too true and 
conscientious an artist to let her beautiful cre- 
ation be sullied by a life of sin, so she is 
obliged to follow the conventional rule and 
kill off her pair of dainty lovers as the only 
possible escape from the dilemma she has got- 
ten them into. This tragic denouement, how- 
ever, in no wise detracts fromthe charm of 
this most charming story. We recognize the 
necessity, and while deploring the fact, yet 
admit the truth contained in the couplet on 
the frontispiece: 
The path of sorrow, and that path alone, 

Leads to the land where sorrow is unknown.
